A homo- 
geneous anti-trust measure, well constructed 
and submitted to the house in an orderly 
manner, will surely go through the senate 
by the force of public opinion. The judiciary 
committee, as it now stands, has not been 
at all harmonious so far as the ap of 
view is concerned. The chairman, Mr. Jenk- 
ins of Wisconsin, was so unfortunate as to 
make an open declaration of his belief that 
the trusts cannot be reached except by a 
constitutional amendment. In view of this 
fact there seems to be some expectation that 
there may be a new chairman of the judiciary 
committee, and Mr. Jenkins, ‘who is an ex- 
cellent man with a sp d reputation in 
the house, may be for elsewhere. 


If that program should be followed, it might:

EX-SLAVE 111 YEARS OLD DIES. 


Men Said to Have Furhished Much Ma- 
for “ Uncle Tom ” Ex- 
J pires in Kentucky. | 


Lanchester, Ky., March 

Norman Argo, born a slave, died today at 
Paint Lick at the reputed age of 111 years, 
the authenticity of which is fairly well estab- 
lished’ by 'the famfly in Whose service he spent 
the greater years of his life. Argo belonged 
to Gen, Samuel Kennedy, one of the wealth- 
iest planters in Garrard county, and the first 
representative of this county in the Ken- 
tucky legislature. He was only 8 feet 4 
inches tall, and for that reason was 

“Little Norman." He was employed as a 
house servant, and was a great favorite with 
the children. Mrs. Stowe got most of the 
materia] for ‘‘ Uncle Tom's Cabin "’ from the 
Kennedy place. Argo is said to have been 
the original Uncle Tom, as many of thetraits 
which made him respected by his owner are 
found in Uncle Tom. Argo was proud of this 
distinction. He had been repeatedly written 
up. Fifty years and more ago he was.a won- 
der as a jockey, and by his skillful riding 
| won thousands of a for his owner. 


‘It generally has ‘been recognized that 
Josiah Henson, a Maryland slave, was the 
real Uncle Tom, as the story of his escape 
was the same as that used by Mrs. Stowe. 
However, there undoubtedly was good 
ground for the claim that Argo’s character- 
istics were used in Unele Tom,.and he has for 
years had the reputation of having furnished 
much of the material for the character.

off, the.three men were in perfect darkness 
and were caught like rats in a trap. 


Crowds Assemble at Station. 

" At the time of the shooting the streets were 
practically deserted because of the heavy 
downpour of rain, which had been falling all 
evening, but the news spread rapidly about 
the city and half an hour after the car carry- 
ing its victim had reached the center of the 
city there were at least 300 persons in the 
vicinity of police headquarters, where the 
body had been taken, and public feeling is 
running high. 

Mayor Kilduff and Chief of Police Egan 
hurried to headquarters and were soon busy 
directing policemen to different parts of 
the city in an effort to capture the murderers. 
Both officials in an interview said that they 
felt positive that the murder was the work 
of Waterbury men.

| Grover Cleveland’s Address 

Mayor Low delivered the introductory ad- 
dress, introducing former President Cleve- 
land, who spoke as follows: 

** I claim the right to join in these exercises 
for reasons peculiarly my own, I am here 
in obedience to an impulse that will not be 
denied and I am accredited to this assem- 
blage by a condition of heart and by an ine 
fluence ‘which has been strong within me for 
many years. 

“Tt is now more than forty-nine yeara 
Vago that I heard in Plymouth church a ser~ 
moA whose impressiveness has remained 


| frewh Gnd bright in my mind during all the 


time that hag since passed. In days of trial 


trovblous perplexity its remembrande 
‘has been an unfailing comfort; and in every

Joins in Hero Worship. 

“TT am not here, however, for the purpose 
only of giving voice to a grateful recollection, 
nor solely to acknowledge thé personal bene- 
fit and service I have recetved from the teach- 
ing of the illustrious dead. I have come to 
jain in the kind of hero worship which is but 
another nagne for a reverent recognition of 
that greatness which manifests itself when 
humble faith and trust in God inspire sin- 
cere and brave service in the cause of human- 
tty’s elevation and betterment.

devoted his life to teaching the love of God 
and pointing out to his fellow men ne way 


their souls’ salvation. 


**Bhould he be unegelfish, 


and generous? The self-sacrifice of our hero 


shone out constantly and brightly, and his 


life will be searched in vain for a selfish; un- 


generous act. 
“Should he be courageously and aggres- 


sively a lover of his country and a champion 


of freedom? . Our hero, in the days of his 
country's danger and trial, challenged ail 


comers in defense of our national safety 


and unity. He stood like a rock against 
doubters at home, and he confronted angry, 
threatening throngs abroad with a steady, 


unytelding courage which wrought triumphs 


for his country and for its consecration to 
manhood—freedom—not less important than 


those of an army with banners.

A@sotiate Justice David J. Brewer of the 
United States Supreme court, in his address, 
spoke of Henry Ward Beecher as a man, as, 
B® preacher, as a patriot, and as @ theo- 
icgian. He said in part: 

“Mr. Beecher as a minister of Christ's 
gospel will be known and loved long after 
he who fashioned into form the most logical 
creed has been buried in the cold oblivion 
of unread history. He was preéminently a 
patroit, and patriotism is not an offspring of 
the intellect, but of the heatt. It means love 
of country, and the most intense patriotism 
pequires.a nature capable of the strongest 
love. Hence it was that, during the bitter 
hours of the civil war, both at home and 
abroad, his voice rang out strongly, hope- 
fully, and triumphantly. He stood on Eng- 
‘lish platforms and conquered English preju- 
Gices. Pulpit and press were filled with his 
patriotic utterances. 

_* His country’s flag was not a mere piece 
of cloth, worth so much a yard. He loved 
the Stars and Stripes. The sight of them 

brought tears to his eyes. They spoke to him 
et a glorious past, made giorious by toiis 
and tears, by tribulations and deaths. He 
could not shut himself up in his study and 

write articles on theology or stand in a 
pulpit and denounce the exceeding sinful- 
mess of sin when the life of the republic 
was in. peril. 

“ He was emphaticaliy a preacher in pol- 
itics. It was fitting that when the flag

Quick to Denounce Wrong. 

4 Wrong to the negro was not thé only 
wrong that appealed to him. He denounced 
before San Francisco audiences cruelty to 
the Chinese. Were he now living how would 
he thunder anathemas at the legislation of 
Christian America, which authorizes the ar- 
rest and deportation, without trial, of a 
Chinese laborer who does not carry with him

“So also his theology. It

brought up under the old New England the- 
‘Glogy,. among whose affirmations the cer- 
tainty and place of endless punishment for 
multitudes were conspicuous, 
and while perhaps he never wholly rejected 
its affirmations, his sermons bubbled over 
with indications of @ belief that the Al- 
mighty would prove to be more merciful 
than the puritan and the pilgrim were will- 
ing he-should be. 

“Tt is fitting, then, that on this anniver- 
gary of his death we gather today to do 
*homage to his memory; fitting that in this 
aity, where his great work was done, there 
be erected a memoria! building which shall 


after us. 

“But is that all? Wesoon shall pass away, 
and memorial buildings will crumble and 
disappear. Wé4ill Mr. Beecher, then, be for- 
gotten? No; no, indeed. The early death of 
his dearest friend stirred the heart of Eng- 
land's last great poet to its profoundest 
depths, and Arthur Henry Hallam’s name 
and memory will be borne to the end of time 
in the grandest mausoleum ever built upon 
earth, the ‘In Memoriam ' of Alfred Tenny- _ 
gon. So shall it be that until struggling hu- | 
manity no longer needs the uplifting power 
of love and sympathy, on its appealing heart 
will be seen in undimmed letters the name of 
Henry Ward Beecher.” 

Dr. Hillis Explains Plans. 

The movement to build a memorial to 
Henry Ward Beecher was explained by the 
Rev. N. Dwight Hillis, pastor of Plymouth 
church. _ Dr. Hillis explained that Plymouth 
church was located in the downtown district 
and that the time was coming when the de- 
mands of commerce would either compel its 
removal or would overshadow it with great 
buildings. The memorial committee desires 
to preserve Plymouth church as a historic 
buiiding, to maintain it In its preserit loca- 
tion and to protect it from the encroach- 
ments of overshadowing buildings.

H. Blount, the man who hauled down the 
United States flag in Hawaii, died here to- 
day. of congestion of the lungs. — 

Mr. Blount represented his district in con- 
gress for twenty years. He made his first. 
appearance in politics in 1872. He was one. 
of the leading democrats in congress during | 
his long period of service. His chief title 
to fame, however, rests on his action in 
pulling down the American flag in Hawaii | 
after the Dole rebellion against Queen Liliuo- | 
kalani. The government had the sup- 
port of American marines from the cruiser 
Boston and the United States minister had 
éeclared a protectorate. Dole sent commis- 
sioners to Wash on with _a draft of a 
treaty for the annexation of ‘islands to 
the United States. 

President Cleveland sent Mr. Blount to 
Honolulu with paramount authority to settle 
the controversy. Mr. Blount arrived at 
Horolulu on March 29, 1893. He declined 
courtesies extended by both parties which 
favored the annexation of the islands to the 
United States and took quarters at a hotel.

manuscripts of Harriet Beecher Stowe, Mr. 
Beecher’s sister, together with the portraits, 
photographs, paintings of Mr. Beecher and 
the epochs in his life, of which nearly 100 
exist; to overture some Abbey or Sargent 
fora ‘series of paintings portraying the great 
scenes in the history of American patriotism, 
for example, Patrick Heary at Williamsburg, 
Lincoln at Gettysburg, Webster's reply to 
Hayne, some scene in ‘the life of Alexander 
Hamilton and Mr. Beecher’s sale of the slave 
girl in Plymouth church.

’ Dr. Gunsaulus Adds Tribute. 

Dr. Gunsaulus, who followed Dr. Hillis, 
said in part: 

“A bring the heartiest concurrence of the 
middie west in this movement for a memorial 
to Mr. Beecher. They rejoice that Henry 
Ward Beecher belonged to no east or west, 
but to ali the people. I saw him once away 
out west and he said: ‘ There is something 
out here that widens and strengthens and 
deepens me.’ We believe in him in the west 
as an immortal son of God. 

“It is the west of John Brown that stood 
shudderingly before the curse and blight of 
slavery that stretches its warm hand to 
you tonight and says: Let us get to work 
and build this memoria! to Mr. Beecher. All 
nature must open beforethis shrine because 
it was he that gave us impulse toward the 
study of nature. Mr. Beecher’s-sermons car- 
ried all the sweet incense of the sanctuary, 
Let us make this memorial a continuous 


sermon. 
** Mr. Beecher’s political notions had such 
root in religious ideals that they car never 
fade away. This tomb will be at once a 
hope and a history.

NEED OF BETTER SEWERS 
SHOWN 'IN HEALTH RECORD. 


City Is Suffering from Floods and Death 
Total Is Still Far 
Year. 


How ‘Galesan has outgrown. its sewer sys- | 
tem, with the result that the city’s death 


rate is over 11 per cent above that of t#st'|

7 The water supply has been almost con- 
tinually polluted since the snow began to 
melt,” the bulletin says, “‘and the heavy 
rainfall of Friday night and Saturday morn- 
ing not only adds to this pollution but the 
outgrown city sewer system has again proved 
wholly inadequate. Large areas of the city 
are flooded, the sewers have ‘backed up’ 
and deluged low lying districts with their 
contents, and there is imminent danger of 
another outbreak of typhoid fever in these 
areas, only less disastrous than that of last 
summer because the season is not so far ad- 
vanced.

All water intended to be 
drunk should first be boiled; all milk and 
cream should be eterilized; all fruit and vege- 
tables to be eaten raw should be thorough- 
ly washed in sterilized water, and all the 
other precautions with which the public was 
made last summer should be again 
enforced.

SHOT WHILE IN HOUSES. 


He Says They Had Planned to 
Surrender, but a Marshal 
Refused to Allow It. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 8.—[Special.]— 
According to the official report of Chris 
‘Evans, who was sent to the West Virginia 
‘coal fields by the United Mineworkers to in- 
vestigate the killing of colored miners at 
Atkinsville, the men were shot down in cold 
lood by Deputy Marshal Cunningham and 
his men without having a chance to defend 
themselves, much less attack the marshal. 
In the oponion of Mr. Evans, the acts of 
Cunningham were equal to any of the lynch- 
Ings in the south, and he reports that the 
_foroner’s jury has returned a verdict of 
elonious killing against Cunningham in the 
of William Dodson, one of the miners. 


Arranged to Surrender. 

The report says that-Gen. St. Clair, who is 
the attorney for the coal companies, created 
an agitation to have the men arrested and 
taken to Charleston. Immediately after- 
ward arrangements were made with the 


officials to give bond for all who were ar- 
rested, Later, on account of the agitation 
vreated by Deputy Marshal Cunningham, | 
the agreement entered into with the niar- 
shal was broken and Cunningham was sent 
to arrest the men.

San Francisco, Until it is raised, vessels 
from San Francisco will not be allowed to 
land passengers or cargoes at any Mexican 
port. Consul General Barlow at Mexico City 
today notified the department of state of the 
action of the Mexican government.

CHILD LABOR IN RIN THE SOUTH. 


Since the Agitation Ag Against It Began 
* Several Reforms Have Been | 
| 


Brought About. 


Boston, Mass.—The.agitation of the last 
few months regarding the employment of 
young children in the southern pow h 
not been without results. The Herald 
been looking into the matter. A beginni 
of practical reform has been made, and 
may be presumed that the cause will go 
forward rather than backward. In Alabama 
the friends of a child labor law came to an 
agreement with the . manufacturers, who 
had stoutly opposed everything of the kind 
heretofore. We do npt know the precise 
terms of this agreement, but it is reckoned 
a substantial advantage for the children of 
the state. 

In South Carolina a child labor law has 
been enacted—not a model law, neverthe- 
less one to be thankful for. After May 1, 
this year, no child under‘the age of 10 is to 
be employed; after May 1, 1904, no child 
under 11; after May 1, 1905, no child under 
12. Things must have been hard for the lit- 
tle ones where such a law as this is esteemed 
a step forward. But children of widowed 
mothers and of invalid fathers, and those 
who can read and write and have attended 
school four months in the year of employ- 
ment, may still be employed, regardless of 
age. The senate of South lina has 
passed a compulsory education bill which 
has a good prospect of passing the house.

~~ BY GOTHAM ART EXPERTS. 


Sculpture of Angelo end Da Vinci 
Turned Down as Immature—Archi- 
tects Play Joke. 


New York, March 8.—[{Special.]—Exact re- 
productions of some of the greatest works of 
Michael Angelo and Leonardo Da Vinci have 
been rejected as inartistic and immature by 
the municipal art commission, a body made 
up of a number of the rich men of the city, 
men who deem themselves art critics of the 
first class. 

The commissioners give their services to 
the city free of charge just because they wunt 
municipal art well managed. The joke ws 
turned on them by a pair of Tammany archi- 
tects, who have a. contract for the erection 
of the hell of records, now nearing comple- 
tion. 


The architects, Horgan and Slattery, were 
annoyed by what they deemed persecution | 
and they lay all their troubles to the reform 
administration inaiigurated by Mayor Low. 
This contract is a holdover since the previous 
administration and they claim they have 
been doing their best to give satisfaction. 

Despite every effort of the architects to 
please, plans, drawings, sculpture, and deco- 
rations were rejected, they claim, because 
the work was in the hands of Tammany 
men.

STUDEN TS. MAY’ CONTROT, 


of Realy, ‘Gans 
Would Affect Interest’ in 
Other Sports, | 


Cambridge, Mass., March 8.—[Special.]— 
The announcement made yesterday that the 
Harvard faculty had determined to drop the 
Harvard-Yale football game and sever all 
football] relations has raised an awful rumpus 
among the undergraduates. 

The dictum is laughetl at generally by the 
graduates, as they do not believe it possi- 
ble to cancel the big football game for good, 
But among the undergraduates the sentiment 
is to openly rebel—to have a new athietic 


affairs, and; in fact, it looks as though ¢ 
fight will be made to take the control of 
letics from the graduates’ hands. 

The truth is just beginning to dawn upon 
the undergraduates that their athletics are 
being controlled by a committee which, to 
say the least, has scarcely any interest in 
them. This committee is composed of men 
who have figured in active athletics little, 
who know scarcely anything about ree mare 
life, and who are particularly anxious to 
make Harvard's as 
as possible 

Undergraduate Control the Best. 

In the old days, when the undergraduates 
had charge of athletics, the colleges pros- 
pered, eligibility rules were unheard of, the 
four year rule was never thought of, and the 
rivalry was great, yet good natured. Now, 
however, since the graduates and nonathlietic 
undergraduates have had charge of the dif- 
ferent branches, Harvard has been in hot 
water on more than one occasion. 

A fight will undoubtedly be made against 
the faculty, as the average Harvard man 
would rather see the A. B. and A. M. and 
other degrees in Jericho rather than give up 
the big football game. Such an awful calam- 
ity has rarely been thought of, and now that 
the voice of the faculty has been heard talk 
of rebellion Is rife. 

The leading men in athletics have been 
interviewed and all are of the opinion that 
the abolition of the Yale game would take 
the life out of Harvard's football and weaken 
all interest in the other branches of athletics, 
The general impression in Cambridge is that 
the athletic committee is making a strenuous 
éndeavor to make Harvard as “ slow ” as the 
English unfversities and that such a move 
is a mistake. 


; Opinions of Players. 

Capt. Carl Marshall of the éleven for next 
fall said: “If you take away the Yale game 
you will take away half of the interest in 
the entire football season. The fact that 
the game is progressing mekes it all the 
more beneficial to the men in it, as it de- 
velops a higher intelligence, quickens the 
wits, and keeps the men from dissipation.”’ 

Bob Kernan, captain of the 1902 eleven, 
said: ‘*‘ Most emphatically, the game is not 


deteriorating. The men do go in for busi-

Towns in New England Once 
a" Given Over to Vice 


STOCK IS FAILING 


Only Hope Said to Be in Acces- 
sions from Foreign Element 
Coming In. 


i 


New Haven, Conn., March 8.—[Special. }— 
Widespread interest has been aroused in 
New England by the sudien death on Feb. 
26 gt New Haven of the Rev. Henry L. 
Hutchinea, an agent of the Connecticut Bible 
society, closely following, as it did, a sensa- 
tional statement made by him which charged 
many of the small villages of Connecticut 
with depravity illiteracy, and drunkenness 
to an excessive degree. Mr. Hutchins speci- 
fied Ashford as a particularly flagrant in- 
stance of this deplorable state of affairs, but 
included many other places in his arraign- 
ment, 

A Connecticut country family, consisting 
of a mother and three grown sons, who can 
trace their ancestry back to one of the proud- 
est names among the settlers of New Eng- — 
land, and yet not one of whom can read, was 
one of the discoveries which the preacher 
described In a paper which he wrote on the 
day of his sudden death. 

According to him not only moraé deteriora- 
tion existed among the country people in 


| isolated districts of Connecticut but polyga- 
my wae often found there, besides other loose 


methods of marital relations. Mr. Hutohins 
declared that all through Connecticut he 
came upon an immense number of Individual 
cases which seemed to show that, with the 


cut native stock wae either 
comipg ted. 


‘Entire Towns Going to Decay. 

The preofs of this decaying country life, 
Mr. Hutching said, were to be seen in the 
hundreds of abandoned farms, ruined milla, 
tumbledown factories and silent churches, 
“A stately mansion of the past is now oo 
cupied by either some degenerative native 
or by an alien, whose -meager wants are 
met by the use of the back rooms of the 
house, while the vacant front greets the 
passerby with the silence of the tomb.

“THE TRACTION QUESTION. 


The,part of the platform adopted by the 
republican city convention relating to the’ 


traction question is the one which the peo- 
ple will read with the greatest interest, It 
concerns a question. which is uppermost in 
their thoughts at this time, when cables are 
breaking daily and they find it a matter of | 
the greatest difficulty to get of 
homes. 

The policy set forth in the platform is: 
The specific waiver of alleged rights under 


the ninety-nine year law as a condition of 


the renewal of expiring privileges; the 
enactment of municipal ownership legisla- 


tion; no grant of privileges to be for more | 


than twenty years; the city to be given such 
power of control and supervision as to in- 
sure good service; the compensation to be 
exacted of the companies to be based upon 
the gross receipts, and to be either in cash, 
lower fares, or such other form as shal} be 
found best for the interests of the whole 


people. 
It would have been better if dbere had 
been a positive that the compen- 


sation to be paid by the companies must go 
into the \city treasury. That will have to 
‘be the arrafgement which is made. ‘It:is 
what the people wish to have done. They 
have been fully educated up to the point 
where they understand that the city cannot 
be decently administered without edditiona!l 
revenue, and that there is no other source 
of revenue than the traction companies. 


When Chicagoans look at the miserably in- | 


adequate sums appropriated by the council 
last week for street cleaning, the removal 
of garbage, and other necessary purposes 
they are conscious of the unwisdom of re- 
fusing to take advantage of a fruitful source 
of revenue in order that fares may be 4 
or 414 cents instead of 5 cents.

THE TEXAS TEMPERANCE ‘CRUSADE. 

The local option . ‘elections in Texas are 
attracting. something more than bocal inter- 
est because of the fact that a temperance 

agitation of a unique kind has begun there. 
Texas as had a local ‘option law for some 
time, ‘and under it the saloons have been 
wiped out.in 104 out of the 236 counties, as 
local option there is decided by counties en- 
tirely. In the elections of last week the 
ratio of “dry ” counties has been ider- 
ably imcreased, and, encouraged by it, the 
prohibitionists will work harder than ever 
for a state prohibition law, | 

In anticipation of the move the hiquor 
dealers’ organization of the state already 
has sent in a bill to the legislature, curiously 
enough intended to, restrict thé evils of in- 
temperance atid: to a certain exsent, to 
strict the volume of the saloon, business. 
The Liquor Dealers’ association has pre- 


sented a measure which contains unusual ) 


features, considering; whence. it, comes. 
Under the bill any sa loonkeeper who sells 
to minors or to students, who allows’ lis 
place to be used for gambling or any im- 
moral purpose whatever, who permits dis- | 
reputable characters or criminals to patron- 


ize or hang around his saloon, or wlio sells | 


on Sunday, forfeits his license for bwo years. 
At the end of each year the saloonkeeper 
must renew his license and must make oath 
that nothing of this kind has happened in 
his saloon during the preceding year. If it 
can be shown that the law hae been violated 
jn ‘any particular the offender will be pun- 
ished with imprisonment. 

The saloonkeepers have drafted a “strin- 
gent. bill not because of any insatiable long- 
ing for temperance in the community, but be- 
-cause crime has become so rampant in 
Texas because the business has been con- 
ducted in such a manner that even those 
who are not prohibitionists would prefer a 
probibitory state law to the continuance of 
existing dangerous conditions. It remains 
to be seen which side will win, the prohibi- 
tionists, who would try to stop the liquor 
‘business by legislation, which has been 
proved impracticable, or the liquor sellers, 
who would minimize the a of their own 
business. 


TINKERING THE TENEMENT LAW. 

An excellent and long desired tenement 
house law has been passed by the New York 
legislature. As might have been expected, 
contractors and builders and, in some cases, 
property holders are seeking to tinker it. 
Already ten bills are before the legislature 
proposing changes which, if effected, will 
materially alter the purpose of the law and 
enable builders to construct still smalier 
rooms and without the proper light and ven- 
tilation or any of the advantages proposed 
by the present law. The effort of the con- 
tractors and owners to amend the law has 
not only awakened public interest but has 
aroused strenuous opposition on the part of 
the east side charitable and settlement or- 
ganizations, as well as om the part of labor 
unions and tenement occupants. A krge 
delegation from all these organizations vis- 
ited Mayor Low on Thursday last and pre- 
sented him with their protests against these 
amendments so forcibly and convincingly 
that he assured them there would be no 
relaxation of the rigidity. of the present ten- 
ement house law if the municipal adminis- 
tration could prevent ft, and that “ there 
will be no vital change save to make the law 
work better for the interests of those for 
whom it was enacted.” | 

Contrast this condition of things in New 
York with the condition of public sentiment 
here relating to the same object. The com- 
mon council of Chicago has passed an ex- 
cellent tenement house ordinance, one which 
does not need amendment of any kind, unless 
to make it stronger. It is imtended tosecure 
more light and air and improved sanitation 
for tenants, which means better health. 
‘Speculative builders and avaricious prop- 
erty owners have imspired amendments 
which will so change the spirit of the ordi- 
nance as to rob the tenants of the advan- 
tages proposed by it, and these amendments, 
unless it can be prevented, may be adopted 
at the council meeting tonight. Public at- 
tention has been called to the danger con- 


fronting the ordinance, but of what avail 


has it been? To what extent have charita- 
ble or settlement organizations sought to 
arouse public sentiment or to head off the 
schemes of these builders and owners? 
What deputations have called upon the 
mayor to urge him to use his influence 
against these pernicious amendments? It 
is not to be expected that tenement house 
tenants can do anything. They have no ia- 


But what have the organizations 
which watch” their interests: doné?: Will

The population of 
the city of Kamo, which is the principal mar- 
ket of. the Soudan, is computed at about 
2,000,000, and in this great olty, where an 
oriental civilization undreamt of by the aver- 
age European or American has existéd for 
centuries past, the market is held daily, and 
the most bewildering diversity of articles are 
always on sale, native cloths, silk embroid- 
ered robes, ostrich feathers, ivory, leather, 
silver and brass ware, agricultural imple-

But, be- 
fore taking them up in particular, it may be 
well to say something about the subject in 
a general way. 

or the young man or woman who intends 
to enter a profession a high school education 
fs almost essential. After graduation he 
must devote, in most cases, from two to five 
years to teclinical study before he can hope 
to begin earning money from the practice of 
his’ profession. All this takes time and 
money, 

The young man who takes up a trade does 
not, in most cases, absolutely need to have 
a high school education... But, in the best 
paid trade, he must spend from two to five 
years as an apprentice, during which time 
he cannot hope to earn more than enough

to support himself, if, indeed, he can do that. 
The high school graduate, unless he 
taken a special technical course, will hav: 
to Begin with the others who have nev 
even entered the grammar grades, and 


the same time at his apprenticeship. It 
may even be doubted whether most of the 
closer and better paid trades would rec- 
ognize a special technical course in the high — 
school as taking the place of all or even a 
part of the required years of apprenticeship. 
Learning a trade—at least a highly paid 
trade—like learning a profession, requires, 
then, several years of work that is practic- 
ally unproductive, after school has been 
finished. It takes also time and money. 
The real victim of present conditions is 
the man or woman who is forced by poverty 


| to leave school early and to at once seek 


some form of hard manual labor where he 

will be able immediately to earn enough 

money to help support his family.

William Launer, general secretary of the 
Glass Bottle Blowers’ Association of the 
United States and Canada, writes as follows: 

In our trade three blowers constitute what 
is called shop.” Many bottle factories 
employ from ten to twelve “ shops "’ on each 
“turn ’’—that is night and day “ turns.” 
Every one of these “ shops’ requires the 
services of from three to four boys, so that 
in a factory employing twenty ‘ “shops ” at 
least sixty boys will be required, thirty 
working in the day time and thirty at night. 

Most states have laws forbidding the em- 
ployment of boys under 12 yearsof age.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE CHILD. 
Part Il. of “‘ The Intellectual and Moral 
Development of the Child,’’ by Gabriel 


Compayre. 

This is a highly suggestive book. It is 
writteh in a most interesting, nontechnical 
style. It deals clearly and practically with 
the unfoldmént of the child’s mind and char- 
acter. The author assumes that imitation 
and curiosity are the primal instincts in the 
child’s mind, which alone make education | 
possible. He says: ‘‘ It is indeed by virtue 
of his disposition to reproduce, first, the 
actions, later, the thoughts and feelings of 
others, that the child is humanized little by 


. little; that he leaves his barbarism to enter 


upon civilization. The educative influence 
ef imitation extends to physical actions as 
well as to moral actions, to the intelligence 
as well as to the sensibility. The actions of 
curiosity, apparently more limited, since it 
bears directly on instruction alone, are, how- 
ever, of no less importance; for itis curiosity 
that opens the door to ideas, and by enrich- 
ing and stimulating the intelligence lays the 
foundation of the moral sense.’ 

From this fundamental proposition the 
author proceeds to trace the development 
of the child through judgment and reason, 
learning to speak, the moral sense, self-hood, 
and personality. Considerable space is de- 
voted to the study of morbid traits and weak 
and strong points of character. Throughout 
the entire work imitation and curiosity are 
emphasized as the two principal factors or 
formative forces. While conceding the in- 
a of heredity in rare instances, it is 

dent that Mr. Compayre is unwilling to 
attribute to this source anything that can 
be accounted for in any other way. 

Thus he says: “ The only case in which. 
the action of heredity is really indisputable 
are those—too numerous, alas!—in which it 
shows a morbid pathological character, in 
which a perversity of birth results from 
vices of organization . . which shows 
itself by the instinct of theft and of murder, 
by the incenttiary mania, by the madness of 
suicide. Criminal: children become what 
they are under the influence of education, or 
Honeducation. The family, surroundings, 
circumstances—these are the real origin of 
crime.” The book- abounds: in interesting 
fllustrations and valuable quotations and 
fan but prove helpful to all who are inter- 
@sted’ in the psychology of childhood. {D. 
Appleton & Co.)

pe E. A. LARRABEE CONDEMNS 
MODERN TENDENCY. 


Says Old Command to Be “ Fruitful ana 
Maltiply ” Is Still in Force—Unless 
There Are Children to Learn the Old 
Beliefs from Their Parents These 

faiths Are Likely to Die Out, Says 
the Rector of Ascension Church— 
Other Sermons. 


—he modern neglect of home and the gen- 
eral tendency toward small families is a 
danger to the Christian religion, said the 
Rev. E. A. Larrabee yesterday, in his ser- 
goon in the Church of the Ascension. 

Father Larrabee took up the subject in 
the sermon, without first quoting the sta- 
tistics recently offered by President t 
ef Harvard university on the size of the 
families of Harvard graduates. Taking it 
‘for granted that the modern woman often 
neglects her children, and that usually she 
has not more than two or three to care for, 
Father Larrabee said:

SAN FRANCISCO NEGLIGENCE. 


It May Lead to a Claim by the Republic 
of Mexico Against the United 
States. 


Philadelphia, Pa.—Mexicans assert that 
the bubonic plague at Mazatlan and. other 
Mexican coast towns was brought from San 
Francisco on the steamship Curazao, for 
which reason they say a claim of indemnity 
will be presented at Washington. This ap- 
pears to be a new proposition. There have 
been some few cases of plague in “ China- 
town,’’ San Francisco, and that city pur- 
sued an inexcusable course for a long time in 
denying that the disease existed there. But 
that would not justify a demand for indemni- 
ty from any other nation which might have 
caught the plague from a foreign steamship, 
as in this Mexican case eet 

The Mexicans charge that the United 
States did not warn them of the plague in 
San Francisco, as it was bound to do ac- 
cording to the agreement made at Vienna. 
How well founded that complaint may be 
is unknown, but it is not improbable that 
no warning was given, as even the Marine 


hospital service knew for a long time of 


the facts and suppressed official mention 
of them until a comparatively recent date. 
That was done at the urgent request of the 
San Francisco authorities. | 
Mazatlan, which is Mexico’s finest port 
on the Pacific, has suffered terribly from 
the plague. For a time the death rate was 
from thirty to fifty persons daily. The dis- 
ease had been raging there for some time be- 
for it was known that it was the bubonic 
plague. The government finally took ener- 


_getic means to get rid of it. But over 6,000 


persons had fied into the interior, carry- 
ing household effects and the disease with 
them, before the government took charge. 
As a result the disease appeared in nearly 
all of the surrounding places. Physicians 
were sent from the City of Mexico, the 
wharves, and piers, which cost over $2,000,- 


‘000, and various storehouses, residences, and 


other buildings were burned to destroy the 
plague germs. A cordon of troops prevented 
any one from going out or in, but still the 
disease runs its course. 

A bill to pay the losses would amount to 
millions of dollars, and. while Mexico may 
have some fair ground of complaint, she 
can hardly have a claim that she can ex- 
pect the United States to consider. If there 
had been a competent physician in the City 
of Mazatlan to detect the disease when it 
first appeared no such loss would have oc- 
curred. 


HOW TO GET TO CRATER LAKE. 


Three Wagon Routes May Be Used and 
All of Them Are Safe 
Enough. | 


San Francisco.—There are three wagon 
routes to Crater Lake National park, as 
Casper W. Hodgson points out in the Sunset 
Magazine. The “ Dead Indian road '’ leaves 
the Southern Pacific at Ashland and goes 
by way vf the Lake of the Woods, Pelican 
yay on Klamath lake, and Fort Klamath. 
Another road .leaves the railroad at Ager, 
Cal., and proceeds via Klamath falls to Fort 
Klamath, where it joins the “‘ Dead Indian 
road.” The shortest route and certainly the 
most picturesque is up the Rogue river, 
starting from Medford, Central Point, or 
Gold Hill, any of’ these places being good 
outfitting points. The Rogue river route is 


about eighty-five miles from the railroad;> 


* Dead Indian road’’ is about fifteen miles 


longer than the Rogue route, and the Kla- | 


math falls way from Ager is at least fifteen 
miles longer than the ‘“‘ Dead Indian road.” 
A good plan is to go one way and come an- 
other, though in no case should the Rogue 
river be left out of account. | 

On all these routes there are some ranches 
by the way at which one may camp and buy 
supplies, but by far the best scheme is to go 
prepared to live by the wayside, and no 
more beautiful camping grounds or more 
delightful summer climate for camping could 


be imagined.

MRS. LO AS A FINE LACEMAKER. 


Bishop Whipple Suggested the Idea and 
the Ojibway Indians Are Mak-- 
ing Good Profits. 


St. Paul, Minn.—A correspondent of the 


Pioneer-Press from Faribault, Minn., says 
that one of the many practical memorials to 
the late Bishop Whipple of Minnesota is the 
firm establishment of lacemaking as a means 
of livelihood for the Indians among whom 
he labored so devotedly for years. 

It was his belief that, if given proper en- 
couragement, North .America’s aboriginal 
tribes could make an honest and comfortable 
living at the liberal arts. Sharing his belief 
and willing to execute his plans was Miss 
Sybil Carter, who ten years ago started the 
industry of lacemaking in the heart of the 
Minnesota pines. 

The field of her labors was the Ojibway 
agency, situated in the picturesque region 
set aside for a national park. Here, by 
nursing in the hospital and making herself 
indispensable to the Indian women, she 
sowed the first industrial seeds. 

The women were inclined at first to view 
the work with more or less suspicion, but 
gradually they saw in it the opportunity to 
earn the trifling pin money which their lordly 
braves were not inclined to allow them from 
the government's bourity, and finally, after 
several years of experimenting with their 
indomitable teacher, they ‘found themselves 
in the position of regular bread winners. 

Thus encouraged, Miss Carter moved on 
from the Ojibway reservation, and opened 
schools for lacemaking at Leech lake, Wild 
Rice lake, and Red lake. The fame of her 
work spread into southern Minnesota and 
the Sioux Indians petitioned that a school 
be established at Birch Toolle. 

Women of all ages now undertake the 
work, and often beg for instruction, for they 
have learned that it makes possible many 

forts for their primitive log cabins and 
h bark wigwams. ' 

The lace is not only made, but designed 

It has an indi- 

i so strong and a workmanship so 
it has attracted the attention 
alike of foreign buyers and women of wealth. 
Large orders come from dealers in New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Chicago, St. 
Louis, San Francisco, and Hololulu, while 
such women as Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, and Mrs. Bayard 
Cutting are regular patrons. At the Pan- 
American exposition the work attracted 
much attention, and many of the orders now 
being received are the result of the excellent 
showing the schools made at Buffalo. 

Many of the younger lace workers have the 
advantage of an education received at an 
agency, but some of the finest work is done 
by aged squaws who utilize the artistic im- 
pulse which once found voice in bead work. 
This, in common with other Indian handi- 
crafts, is now nearly extinct. A favorite 
conceit with the workers is conventional de- 
signs of canoes and teepees, and they appear 
in all but the narrowest edgings. The In- 
dian love of symbolism is particularly dis- 


played in the manufacture of choice eccle- 


siastical laces. 


Each lace school is supplied-with a teacher, 


and the sale of the laces made by pupils or 
apprentices. pays all expenses. At Birch 
Coolie are made the beautiful bedspreads of 
pillow or bobin lace, in rare, old designs, 
which sell as high as $300apiece. The needle- 
point known as Battenburg is the special 
pride of.the Ojibway agency, and at the 
Leech lake’ school, under Miss Pauline Col- 
by, the only white woman living at the 
agency, a most difficult honitonis made. |

LONDON—tThe club epidemic which is 
sweeping through the world of women has 
developed some extraordinary propensities, 
the Gentlewoman remarks. When the va- 
rious clubs for women in London could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand, each with 
a moderate members’ list, the fact that petty 
larcenies were now and them committed—a 
hankerchief here, an umbrella there—was a 
matter of comparatively small importance. 
Now that fashionable quarters ‘abound in 
women’s clubs, that more than one of these 
clubs rejoices in a members’ list of close upon 


2,000 women, and that another will occypy 


a clubhouse which contains 300 bedrooms, 
the quality and quantity of women belong- 
ing to them can no longer be regarded as 
negligible. 

It is an open secret—although it is, of 
course, in the interest of each club to avoid 
an open scandal within its gates—that no day 
passes without the disappearance of arti- 
cles varying in value from a few pence to 
a few pounds, the loss of which, from the 
time and manner of their disappearance, can 
in no single instance be ascribed to venality 
of the staff. They are adroitly “ lifted" in 
the ebb and flow of members and their visit- 
ors. 

In some clubs so complete is the under- 
standing that “ findings are keepings "’ that 
it is considered inadvisable to leave a tempt- 
ing sable cape, an engaging muff, or a par- 
ticularly smart umbrella under the envious 
gaze of commandeering eyes.

I had some years ago out west,”’ said a man 


who once made an educational tour of the 
west, to the Times-Democrat, ‘‘ and the same 


little experience conyinced me that the In-. 


. dian's system of reasoning along this line is 


by no méans a badote. 

“Stories had been told which brought 
about a clash between the Indian and 
a white man. The two men originally 
had nothing against each other. The 
Indian had a bad reputation—that is, he 
had the reputation of being a bad man, a 
desperate, dangerous fellow, who would fight 
a buzzsaw at the drop of a hat. He was proud 
of the distinction, and whenever an oppor- 
tunity arose he was more than delighted to 
sustain the reputation. The white man who 
blew into the section hadin some way gained 
a similar reputation. He was said to be a 
dangerous character and a man who had 
never been whipped: We concluded that we 
would have some fuh. We met the Indian 
and told him a long story about his new 
rival, and reminded ‘him that his laurels were 
in danger. We told him all kinds of stories 
about the white man and succeeded in get- 
ting his pride stirr and his Indian blood 


‘was soon up to the fighting point. Soon after 


this we met the white man, and we filled 
him up with the same kind of talk.. He said 
he would take care of the Indian all right 
in due time, and,'‘in short, would make him 
take to the woods. Shortly we met the In- 
dian again, and told him the desperate white 
man was after his scalp. He smiled and 
shook his head. 

“A few days later we were talking to the 
white man when the Indian came up to join 
the group. ' He had spotted the stranger 
and knew him by sight. Without saying a 
word to him he walked up within arm’s reach 
and struck the white man in the face with 
a rough heavy glove. He paused fora few 
seconds and hit him again. ‘ Ugh!’ he ex- 
claimed, as he wheeled around and walked 
away. The white man looked at the Indian 
in amazement, but made no show of resent- 
ment. Later in the day when we asked the 
Indian why it was that he did not follow up 
the insult with blowa, he told us the white 
man was a coward. In explaining how he 
knew it he said the man’s ‘jaw dropped ' 
when he struck him in the face the second 
time with the glove, and that this, with the 
Indian, was an unfailing sign of cowardice, 
and he said further that he was awfully 
sorry he had hig the man at all, for Indians 
do not like to impose on men who are afraid 
to fight. The Indian held his taurels all right 
as the most desperate and most dangerous 
man in that section of the west.”

FUNERAL REFORMS NEEDED. 


Progress Already Made—Old Fashioned 
Parade of Woe Gives Way to 
Better Customs. :

Brooklyn, N. Y.—It accorded with old be- 
liefs, remarks the Bagle, that a funeral 
should be a scene and occasion of gloom— 
absolute,' hopeless gloom. The front room, 
with its dismal! ornament, its black hair cloth 
furniture chairs and “ sofy,”’ its framed wed- 
ding certificates, its wreaths of flowers pre- 
served from other funerals, was reduced to 
darkness by the lowering of the shades and 
closing of the blinds, so that guests fell over 
one another's legs when they entered and 
fumbled their way to the chairs. The de- 
ceased was dressed in black, nailed into a 
black coffin that rested on a black bier, and 
all the company dressed in the blackest 
things they could dig up from their ward- 
robes. No light, no air, no color, and from 
the minister little comfort.* His voice 
creaked for the occasion. Then the company 

ent away in darkened carriages to a bleak 
burying ground where the last rites were as 
dismal as might be. 

This was the Yankee way. Some other 
people did differently. The wakes held over 
the remains were comforting to the sur- 
vivors and. added much to the reputation of 
the departed for hospitality. And the Ger- 
mah fashion of going to a hotel after the 
burial and ordering unlimited beer proved 
that there were still a few solaces left on 
earth. Americans reverence their dead too 
much to make a funeral a scene of festivity; 
but they are mitigating the gloom of these 
occasions to a degree. Flowers and music 
take the edge from grief, and it is no longer 
necessary to darken the windows. White is 
more and more used in place of black for 
dress and decoration, and in placing the body 
in the casket—or, better, on a couch—there is 
avoidance of the stiffness of attitude that 
suggests a pose before the old fashioned pho- 
tographer. 

Reform in these matters comes, in part, 
through the holding of funerals in other 
places than the home. Some undertakers 
have mortuary chapels as parts of their es- 
tablishments. Cemeteries have buildings for 
a similar purpose. Mount Auburn, in partic- 
ular, has a beautiful little chapel, near the 
gate, which replaces the gothic structure in 
the middle of the grounds, now become a 
crematory. In this chapel, with its organ, 
carved oak roof, stained windows, and elec- 
troliers in the form of funeral torches, the 
bier is so easily movable that it can be turned 
by a single hand; hence much of the struggle 
to place and carry away the casket is fore- 


ne. | 
But what especially marks the difference 
between the funeral here and the home fu- 
neral, between the new fashion and the old, 
is the lack of mourning emblems and the 
presence of plants and palms. The chancel 
is a mass of green—kentias, cocus, rubber 
trees, oleanders, and smaller plants, in rows 
and groups, so that the casket, with its usual 
burden of flowers in the center, suggests a 
great bloom itself in a whorl of leaves than 
the depository of a dead body. The clergy- 
man delivers his address from a pulpit at 
one side, and if he is a wise clergyman it 
is a hopeful and encouraging address, in 
preference to the old fashioned threnody. 
When that is over there is music from the 
organ—a fine instrument—and the company 
files out into the sunlight. It is far better 
than the old fashioned funeral—that type of
